Bussia actually has been deterred 


by the combined action from insist- 
ing on the signature of China to Ihe 
agreement. Thcs is explained 
the 


heretofore mysterious hitch in the 
deal that has caused so mueh^hos- 
iility. Whether the significant "clos- 
ing sentence of the identical notes 
means that they will consider a grab 
by Bussia the signal for a general 
seizure of coveted territories or that 
they will proceed to drastic measures 
to force Bussia to relinquish her posi- 
tion is a mooted question. Japan, all 
the time foremost in resisting the 
ezar's aggressions, seems to l>e un- 
alterably against a grab game. The 
intentions of the other powers is nol 
ro clear. 


Japan at War Point. 


Japan is at the war point already, 


and i* only waiting for support from 
other power* in her contest wilh her 
mighty foe in order to open hostili- 
ties. The Macehurian grab is espe- 
cially offensive to Japan for the rea- 
ton that it makes certain the later 
downfall of Corea. With Manchuria 
in Bussian control Corea could nol 
long keep out of the bear's paws, and 
with Corea's integrity pone Japan it 
self would I* constantly menaced.
